Milledgeville, Ga.. May 3.—()— 
One man has been arrested and re- 
Jeased on bond and two others are 
being sought in connection with the 
flogging of a Baldwin county farmer 
last night, who tonight was in se- 
rious condition at the hospital here 
from an alleged beating. 

Jim Engles, 45, the victim of the 
attaek, today swore to warrants for 
the arrest of J. W. Hubbard, prom- 
inent in Baldwin county and member 
of the county democratic executive 
committee: Fountain Hardy and L. 
L. Smith, three of the four men who 
he alleged attacked him, but was un- 
able to identify a fourth member of 
the party. 

Hardy and Smith surrendered to 
Sheriff Terry tonight. They fur- 
nished bond in the sum of $1,000 
each, the same as was fixed in Hub- 
bard’s case. 

From the hospital, Engles gave ou 
a statement describing the alleged at? 
tack. He said he had retired about 
19 o'clock and was awakened about 
half an hour later by someone pound- 
ing on the door. When he opened 
the deor, four men confronted him, 
saving they had come to 


he had no whisky. 

Engles said the men then told 
him they were revenue agents and had 
come to arrest him. When he remon- 
strated that he had done nothing 
wrong, he said the men grabbed him 
and pulled him from his house dressed 
in his nicht clothes. When he asked 
that he be permitted to dress, Engles 
said one of the men replied, “you 
needn’t bother about dressing, the 
next time you need clothes will be 
when vou are dressed by the under- 
taker.” : 

The man was taken away from his 
home, his clothing stripped from him 
and then beaten into unconsciousness. 
Physicians at the hospital said his 
body was a mass of lacerations, bear- 
ing out his statement that his assail- 
ants had driven tacks into the thongs 
with which they beat him.

STATE EN WAR 
UN CANNED EAT 


Officials Take Steps To 
Restrict Sale of Intoxi- 
cating Product to Regis- 
tered Drugzgists. 


Steps toward curtailing the sale of 
canned heat in Georgia and restrict- 
ing the sale as far as possible to reg- 
istered pharmacists, who will handle 
the product as a poison and dispose of 
it in the same way other deadly poi- 
sons are sold, are being taken by 
state officials of Georgia. 

Attorney General George M. Napier 
issued a ruling Thursday that “can- 
ned heat,” now sold indiscriminately 
by mercantile houses in cans bearing 
no poison labels, can be restricted in 


sale to registered pharmacists provid- 
ed ‘the manufacturers are required to 
label the product “poison.” 

Dr. A. M. Stead, chief of the pure 
feol and drug bureau, armed with 
this. ruling. purchased cans of. the 
produet in the open market and turn- 
ed them over to the state chemist for 
analysis. If this analysis shows that 
the product contains wood alcohol, a 
poison, the bureau will have jurisdic- 
tion over the sale. If the analysis 
shows that it contains grain alcohol 
and does not contain any wood alco- 
hol the bureau does not have juris- 
diction. In such a case the sale would 
be treated as the sale of any other 
intoxicating liquor and would come 
under the supervision of the public 
and law enforcement departments. 

Drunks Numerous. 


A substantial portion of the drunk- 
en prisoners handled iby Atlanta po- 
lice “get that way” from canned 
heat, police officials revealed Thurs- 
day. One officer, on duty in the 
station house, said that approximately 
one “canned heat” drunk is brought 
into the station house to every ten 
persons intoxicated from ordinary 
liquor, 


Cans of the solidified aleohol are 


taken from the persons of drunk pri- 
soners quite often when they are 
searched at the station house, it was 
said. Officers described the effects of 
the canned heat drunk as exceedingly 
injurious to the health of the prison- 
ers. 

The use of canned heat depends 
to a large extent upon the availability 
of corn whisky in Atlanta. When 
liquor is plentiful, few drunks are 
“pitched” on canned heat, but when 
the liquor is searce there is a no- 
ticeable increase in‘ canned heat 
drunks, it was said. 

At least one fatal stabbing within 
the past year is attributed by police 
directly to canned heat. This was 
the case in which a man was stabbed 
to death in a rooming house on Wood- 
ward avenue. 

Canned Heat Headquarters. 

Police officers tell of a vacant 
house, located several blocks from the 
station house, and reputed by negroes 
to be haunted, where devotees of 
canned heat frequently gather to ex- 
tract the essense of delirium tremens 
from the tins. On one raid on the 
house, police found: more than a thou- 
sand of the empty tin cans. 

Mere possession of the potent jelly 
is not cause for arrest, as its sale is 
permitted by, law, police having to wait 
until the effects caused by drinking 
it bring the partaker into the path of 
the law. 

Those who drink the fluid extracted 
by squeezing the solid through a hand. 
kerchief suffer terribly from the ef- 
fects of the intoxicant, becoming lit- 
erally crazy at times, police said. 
The liquid is said to be of such pow- 
erful effect that it causes constant 
fights among the class of people who 
drink it. 

“Those who drink it say they get 
a four dollar drunk on a 10-cent 
can,” the officers said.

SYNOD INDORSES 
BiG BOND ISSUE 


Presbyterians To Use 
$150,000 in Developing 
First Unit of Coligny 
Beach Grounds. 


| 


As soon as a bond issue of $150,000 
can be marketed construction will be 
started upon /the first unit of the 
buildings of the Presbyterian confer- 
ence grounds at Coligny Beach, on St. 
Simon’s island, near Brunswick, Ga., 
with a view to making possible occu- 
pancy of the buildings for conference 


purposes not later than September, 
1928. This was the decision reached 
at a meeting of approximately forty 
ministers and laymen of the Georgia 
synod of the Presbyterian church, held 
at the North Avenue Presbyterian 
ehurch Thursday morning. 
Convening to consider the bond is- 
sue proposed by trustees of the Pres- 
byterian Conference Grounds, Inc., the 
synod passed a resolution of com- 
mendation of the plan and pledged 
support to the project. This corpo- 
ration is the holding body for the 
beach acting on behalf of the synod, 
The land was purchased two years ago 
for the purpose of providing a site 
for extensive and beautiful conference 
grounds and while the development is 
directly in the hands of the board of 
trustees of the corporation it wil] be 
used for the purposes of the synod 
and the woman's synodical auxiliary. 


According to the Rev. 
son, chairman of the board of trustees, 
plans for five buildings which will | 
comprise the first unit of the proposed 
development already have been ac- 
cepted and bids for their construction 
are now being considered. Four of 
these buildings are to be dormitories 
for housing those who attend the con- 
ferences and the fifth is to be an audi- 


torium., 

When fully developed the 100 acres 
of the conference grounds will have 
upon them a dozen buildings, dormi- 
tories, duditorium, a cafeteria and will 
have in addition playgrounds for chil- 
dren.

REFUSES 10 BOW 
TO GOOLIDGE WILL 
IN FINAL BATTLE 


Vote for Passage Is 204 
to 121 After Many Ef- 


‘forts to Amend Measure 
Are Killed. 


COTTON INCLUDED 
IN FEE PROVISO 


Bill Now Goes to Confer- 
ence With Senate Where 
Favorable Action Is 
Considered Certain. 


Washington, May 3.—(?)—Embody- 
ing the equalization fee machinery ob- 
jected to by President Coolidge, the 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill was 
passed tonight by the house, 204 
to 121. 

The measure now must go baci: to 
the senate for adjustment of differ- 
ences with that body. which several 
weeks ago approved the bill by a vote 
of 53 to 2: 23. 

As soon as these differences, none of 
which are of major proportions, are 
smoothed over the measure ‘will be 
ready for inspection by President Cool- 
idge. Some have predicted that he will 
veto it as he did the origina] MeNary- 
Haugen bill last sessior. 

The house action tonight at 7-30 
o'clock came after opponents of the 
fee had exhausted every parliamentary 
maneuver to remove it from the bill. 
In the face of a series of reverses the 
opposing camp kept up its fight and 
made two unsuccessful last-minute 
moves to that end. 

One was-a motion by Representative 
Aswell, Louisiana, ranking demvcrat 
on the house agricilture committee 
which. drafted the measure, to substi- 
tute his own bill, similar to the Me- 
Nary-Haugen measure except for the 
equalization fee. This was rejected, 
185 to 146. 

Farm Bloe Holds Fast. 

The Louisianan also initiated the 
second futile attempt, a motion to 
send the bill back to the agriculture 
committee with instructions to return 
it without the fee and also a provision 


to give the proposed federal farm 
board authority to enter into market- 
ing agreements for the control of sur- 
plus farm crops. This was defeated 
without a roll call vote. 

Passage of the bill with the fee ma- 
chinery intact was expected even by 
its opponents although only yesterday 
they succeeded in carrying a motion 
by a vote of 141 to 120 expressing 
disapproval of the fee. . 

Farm bloc leaders, however, today 
quickly gathered their forces and held 
the floor with a commanding majority 
which repulsed every attack. Then 
after consideration of the measure had 
been completed under the procedure 
permitting amendment, the farm camp 
reversed the defeat of yesterday and 
passed the bill in - form it had de- 
sired from the outse

The short pitch isnt so 
hard if the ball is resting cleanly on 
soft turf. It is a different affair if 
the ball is close to the ground or 1s 
on sandy substance. In the latter case 
it is fatal to take any ground or sand 
first.
